Fresina Picked Up 31 Times by.

Fresina came to this country in 
1909 from Castiglione, Italy.

With the advent of prohi- 
bition, he become a tseader in gangs 
active in moonshining, bootlegging 
and extorting money from reput- 
able, well-to-do Italian business 
men. i 

He became a partner with Weav- 
er—the man he shot to death yes- | 
terday—in a garage near Olive 
street and Taylor avenue. 

Fresina’s police record is a long 
one, yet he never has been con- 
victed of a felony. He has been 
fined for misdemeanors such @s 
liquor and traffic cases:. He -has 
been picked up 31 times by police. 

In 1922. his neighbor, Joe Buc- 
ceri, dying from. bullet , wounds, | 
identified Fresina as his assailant, 
but Fresina escaped prosecution. 

In 1927, one of his former part-; 
ners in the- saloon business, Clar- 
ence Schnelle, “was murdered, a 
short time after he had refused to 
join Fresina’s gang. There was no 
prosecution. 

Another Pariner Slain. 

Another saloon partner, Angelo 
Corella, was assassinated in 1928. 
At the inquest,. his widow de- 
nounced Fresina and three other 
gangsters who had been arrested. 
She declared her husband had been 
slain for Tefusing to jein fhe gang. 

One of Fresina’s fellow prisoners 
then was Frank Consenteno. ~He 
was shot to death and his body 
thrown from his automobile in Pen- 
rose Park last Christmas day. He 
had been connected with Fresina’s 
latest whisky storage depot, in 
Pine Lawn, and been arrested 
there, as had Fresina and Weaver. 

During the Giannola-Russo gang 
feud in which 25 men were killed 
during 1927-28, Fresina was clas- 
sified with the Russo faction. At 
the same time he was organizing 
his 6wnh gang. which rose to su- 
premacy when the Giannola- Russo 
bands decimated each other.

Mawson Finds Continental -Shelf 
Irregular and Evidence of 
Submerged Land.

don, delayed).—Since the recent 
severe hurricane, the snow has con-— 
tinued falling without a break, ex- 
tremely limiting our range of vi- 
sion and suspending all explora- 
tions beyond. biological and hydro- 
graphic work. ._ The stones dredged 
were entirely continental types, in- 
dicative that this land is also part 
of the-continent. 

Soundings taken at regular inter- 
vals show that the continental 
shelf hereabouts is very irregular, 
suggesting the topography of 
“drowned land.” that is, the sub- 
mergence of the former land sur- 
face. The rise from the ocean 
abyss to the continental shelf is 
very steep. In one case the bot- 
tom rose one mile in six of land- 
ward steaming.
